Limits of civil obedience discussed 
by distinguished visiting scholars 


Although all questions were not an- 
swered, and it was not the intention to 
find all the answers, a highly successful 
three-day political symposium on Juniata’s 
campus proved to be a lively debate of 
the philosophical, ethical and legal 
aspects of Civil Obedience. 

The symposium was held April 4, 5 
and 6, sponsored by the S & H Founda- 
tion, Juniata College and the Council for 
Philosophical Studies, and brought to 
the campus three experts, Dr. Eugene 
Rostow, of the Yale Law School, Dr. 
Richard Taylor, professor of philosophy 
at the University of Rochester and Dr. 
Ralph Potter, professor of Social Ethics 
at Harvard Divinity School. 

The main theme of the symposium, 
“The State and the Limits of Civil Obedi- 
ence’, served as a jumping off point for 
the three visiting experts and a topic 


which produced active participation by 
the audience. 

The three-day symposium’s main event 
was a presentation on Thursday evening, 
April 5, during which Dr. Taylor, Dr. 
Potter and Dr. Rostow gave short talks 
and-responded to each other's ideas. Of 
particular interest in the question and 
answer period was Dr. Rostow’s view 
that “obligation to the law is a moral 
obligation and not,’ as Dr. Taylor had 
stated, “a matter of prudence or con- 
venience.’ Rostow also said that the 
“only possible way to freedom and liberty 
is obedience to self-imposed law.” 

Dr. Potter concluded the only way 
an individual can determine justification 
for civil disobedience is to “reinterpret 
for himself the issues in terms of 
fair play.”

Under the chairmanship of Class Agent 
Preston Hanawalt, the class members 
made a concerted effort to reach their 
goal as a special anniversary event. The 


result of the campaign placed the Class of 
1922 in first place among all Juniata 
classes in the category of percentages of 
giving. The 100% figure includes gifts 
from graduates only; 78% of the entire 
class membership participated as annual 
donors.

His total gift in books was in excess 
of 8,000 volumes and he frequently pur- 
chased whole libraries from private 
estates for Juniata. His most recent ac- 
quisition was 600 books of contemporary 
fiction and non-fiction from the library 
of M. Lincoln Schuster of the Simon- 
Schuster Publishing Company, New York 
City. 

Through his generosity Juniata College 
received substantial grants from founda- 
tions in New York including $60,000 
from the Jessie Smith Noyes Foundation, 
providing financial aid to students, and 
$18,000 from the Tudor Foundation 
making loans available for needy and 
worthy students. 

In recent years Dr. Rabinowitz con- 
tributed to the Aaron and Clara Rabino- 
witz Library Fund at Juniata which 
now totals $78,400. Among his notable 
personal gifts were replicas of the Guten- 
berg Bible and the King James Bible.

While still a young man Dr. Rabinowitz 
headed a program to help residents of 
the Lower East Side to open their own 
businesses. He became commissioner 
of the first New York State Board of 
Housing.

DON WILLIAMS NAMED 
ECAC ROOKIE OF YEAR 


Post-season honors for basketball player 
Don Williams are still pouring in over 
a month after the season came to a close. 

Williams, a 6-5 forward, one of the 
five freshmen inserted into the starting 
lineup this season, has been named to 
the Division Ii Eastern Collegiate Athletic 
Conference all-star squad as Rookie of 
the Year. Williams was selected three 
times in the weekly balloting during the 
season as Rookie of the Week and his 
selection for the post-season honor rec- 
ognizes him as the top first-year player 
in the more than 60 schools in the 
division. 

A graduate of Wilkinsburg High School 
in Pittsburgh, Williams established a 
new single season record for rebounds 
at Juniata with 303, erasing the old mark 
of 274 set during the 1962-63 campaign 
by Leroy Mock ‘65. The young cager 
pulled down 31 caroms against York 
College, falling two shy of the single 
game mark, 

In addition to his rebounding prowess, 
Williams also is adept at putting the 
ball in the hoop, sporting a 15.4 scoring 
average on 4] percent shooting from the 
field and a 78 free throw percentage. 

Juniata coach Jack Swinderman said 
Williams is very deserving of the honor. 
“I'm very happy for him,’’ the coach 
said. ‘He is an extremely dedicated and 
hard-working player who is always look- 
ing tor ways to improve his game.” 

Williams garnered 15 or more rebounds 
in 10 games this season for Juniata, and 
scored more than 20 points five times, 
with a high against York College at 28.

BASEBALL TEAM 
YOUNG BUT TALENTED 


With eleven returning lettermen, baseball 
coach Bill Berrier ‘60 is anticipating an 
improvement on last year’s 6-8 won-lost 
record, 

Included among the returnees are 
veteran pitchers Mark Amatucci, Lou 
Eckerl and Jim Slovick. Amatucci had 
a 3-1 mark in six appearances a year 
ago while Slovick compiled a 3-2 record 
and Ecker! was 0-4. Six of last year’s 
losses were decided by one run, a situ- 
ation Berrier hopes his mound squad can 
help correct. 

With Dee Adcock at first, Ed William- 
son at second, Craig Palardy at shortstop 
and Mike McNeal at third, Berrier has 





experience at every infield position. 
McNeal led the 1972 squad in hitting 
with a .395 average, and also clouted five 
doubles and four homeruns. 

Four letter winners have outfield ex- 
perience as well. They include Kar] Berg- 
stresser, the only other regular from last 
season to hit over .300, Rich Breiner, 
Dave Christopher and Tom Streightiff. 
Adcock and Ecker! could both also double 
up in the outfield. 

Freshman Barry Hartley is the number 
one signal caller with Christopher on hand 
to lend depth to that position. 

Overall depth is a big problem, espe- 
cially depth with college ball experience. 
Of the 33 players on the roster, 16 are 
freshmen and eight others are only 
second year players. 


TRACK SQUAD VIES 
FOR MAC HONORS 


Juniata College opened the 1973 track 
season with a 110-35 victory over Dickin- 
son and head coach Dean Rossi has high 
hopes for another successful campaign. 
Rossi is looking to equal or better 
last year’s won-lost mark of 8-2 and his 
14 returning lettermen could be just 
enough to make that hope come true. 
Five individual Juniata record-holders 
are back for another year on the cinders. 
They are Joe Coradetti, who holds the 
school mark in the 440 yard intermediate 
hurdles, Bob Zimmerman, who owns the 


pole vault standard, Carl Koval, who set 
the mark in the 880 yard run, discus 
thrower Mark Dincher, and high jumper 
Ron Tomcavage. 

“Coradetti is the man who can do so 
many things,”” Rossi says. “He is the most 
versatile performer on the squad and 
can score in the big meets.” Coradetti 
will be used in the hurdles, long jump, 
triple jump and on both the 440 and 
mile relays. 

Zimmerman is the defending Middle 
Atlantic Conference outdoor champ in 
the pole vault and he broke the MAC 
indoor mark this winter with a leap of 
13° 7”. Dincher, according to Rossi, is 
capable of erasing the Juniata record 
he set last year in the discus. 

Rossi is also high on Mike Slough, a 
sophomore sprinter. ‘’Slough handles the 
sprint well and will anchor the relays 
for us,” the coach says. “He has had 
outstanding times so far.”’ 

Rossi indicated that Juniata will be 
strong in the sprints and jumping events 
with the field events being more than 
adequate. ‘“We should be very competi- 
tive in dual meets,’ the head mentor 
says. “We will challenge Widener and 
the rest of the conference teams for the 
outdoor championships.” 

The only Blue and Gold losses last 
season came at the hands of Bucknell 
and Susquehanna and Rossi is certain 
both will be tough during the present 
campaign. 





Coradetti outstanding athlete 


Joseph L. Coradetti, a senior football 
and track standout at Juniata, has been 
named to the 1973 Outstanding College 
Athletes Hall of Fame. 

Coradetti will be cited in the 1973 vol- 
ume of the Outstanding College Athletes 
of America which will include his biogra- 
phy, athletic achievements and picture. 

The senior Spanish major established 
a new record for interceptions in a sin- 
gle season in 1972 with nine and his 
four-year career total of 17 is just one 
shy of the all-time Juniata mark. For his 
play against Western Maryland he was 
named to the Eastern Collegiate Athletic 
Association Division II All-Star team and 
his average of one interception per game 
ranked him ninth in the national college 
division ratings at the close of the cam- 
paign. He was a first team Middle At- 
lantic Conference selection as a defen- 


Sive back for his play last fall. 

In track, Coradetti holds the Juniata 
record in the 440 intermediate hurdles 
with a clocking of :54.3 and so far 
this season, he has eclipsed another 
Standard with a leap of 46’ 7” in the 
triple jump. He also was a member of the 
teams which established records in the 
440 and mile relay races. He was named 
to the weekly ECAC Division III All-Star 
team in track on three different occasions 
during 1972, once as a first team selec- 
tion and twice as honorable mention. 

In 1972 Coradetti was awarded the 
J. Foster Gehrett Award, symbolic of the 
most valuable performer in track. He 
was named to the Middle Atlantic Con- 
ference squad as well. 

At Juniata, Coradetti is a member of 
the J-Club and has served as a residence 
hall counselor and in men’s government.
